FROM  THERE  Herter  and  his 
aides  will  go  to  Tehran  for  the 
three-day  Ministerial  council 
meeting  of  the  Central  Treaty 
Organization  (CENTO)  which 
starts  Thursday. 

The  pre-summit  talks  will 
take  place  May  2-4  in  Istanbul 
at  the  26th  foreign  ministers’ 
meeting  of  the  council  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organi- 
zation (NATO). 

AT  THE  SAME  time  there  are 
expected  to  be  side  talks  among 
the  major  Western  powers.  The 
15  NATO  council  members  will 
receive  detailed  reports  on  Wes- 
tern summit  planning  on  Ger- 
many and  Berlin,  disarmament 
and  East-West  relations. 

A further  U.S.,  British  andj^ 

French  foreign  ministers  meet- 
ing is  scheduled  to  be  held  in 
Paris  just  before  the  May  16 
summit  conference  there. 

ON  THE  WAY  back  from  Is- 
tanbul. Herter  will  stop  in  Ath- 
ens May  5-6  for  an  official  visit 
with  King  Paul  I and  Queen 
Frederika  of  Greece.

Upwards  to  7,000  students  and  faculty  of  Brigham  Young 
University  are  expected  to  invade  Provo  and  the  surround- 
ing areas  on  Y Day,  which  is  Wednesday. 

Their  weapons  will  b^  shovels,  rakes,  hoes,  brooms,  spray 
guns,  paint  brushes,  elbow  grease  and  determination. 

THE  BATTLEGROUNDS  for  these  spring  cleaning 
soldiers  will  be  the  big  letter  Y east  of  the  campus,  several 
parks  around  the  area,  harbors, 
ball  parks,  the  campus  and 
many  other  regions  where  the 
enemy  might  be  found. 

The  enemies  are  filth,  un- 
sightliness and  squalor. 

FOR  MANY  years  the  army 
of  students  limited  its  battle- 
ground to  BYU  projects.  The 
reason  for  enlarging  the  battle 
area  to  Provo  was  to  “strength- 
en the  bond  between  town  and 
gown,”  according  to  Dr.  John  T. 
Bernhard  of  the  BYU 'adminis- 
tration, who  is  assisting  in  the 
Y Day  preparations.  He  also  said 
that  few  universities  the  size  of 
BYU  have  attempted  a project 
such  as  Y Day. 

Provo  mayor  Lloyd  L.  Culli- 
more,  at  a Y Day  committee 
meeting,  said  the  work  done  in 
Provo  has  helped  create  good 
relations  between  BYU  and  Pro- 
vo. He  added  that  the  students 
should  consider  themselves  a 
part  of  Provo. 

WILLIAM  K.  Weatherspoon, 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
manager,  said  he  is  glad  BYU 
students  are  interested  in  help- 
. ing  to  beautify  Provo  recrea- 
tional areas,  and  he  urges  stu-

He 
said  that  people,  when  they 
knew  he  was  blind,  were  more 
apt  to  give  him  a break. 

A HISTORY  major,  Rawls  will 
graduate  this  spring.  He  has  al- 
most enough  hours  to  make  a 
music  major  and  plans  to  do 
graduate  work  in  music  next 
year.  Eventually  Rawls  would 
like  to  teach  voice  on  the  col- 
lege level. 


Rawls  has  been  active  with 
the  Program  Bureau  during  his 
college  years,  doing  many  shows. 
He  feels  that  the  Program  Bur- 
eau is.  a good  organization  in  that 
it  lets  students  “give  of  them- 
selves because  they  like  to  en- 
tertain.” 

RAWLS  ALSO  plays  the  piano 
for  the  Y Knights  band  and  sings 
with  University  Chorale  and  A 
Capella  Choir.  In  A Cappela  he 
is  known  as  the  “human  pitch 
pipe.”  He  has  perfect  pitch  and 
can  identify  a note  by  ear  and 
pick  it  out  on  the  piano. 

He  also  plays  the  drums  and 
trombone.  Music-wise,  Rawls’ 
tastes  run  towards  jazz  and  semi- 
classical  works. 

DURING  SPRING  quarter  two 
years  ago,  he  went  on  a cross- 
country tour  lecturing  on  “Prob- 
lems of  the  Blind  and  How  to 
Overcome  Them.”
